GEN. WOOL ON THE BRAVEST MAN.— 


The Aldermanic Committee having address- 
ed a circular to several General Offices, to 
enquire who is entitled to General Jackson's 
gold box, under the provisions of the will, 
have received a reply from Gen. John E. 
Wool. The letter is dated at Troy, and the 
pertinent portion of it is as follows :— 


Sir—From your communication, it would 


seem that it is determined that the bequest 
shall at oucc be given to him who shall, 
by proper judges and means, be adjudged 
the most valiant and deserving officer or 
private in the regular or volunteer army, 
dnring the Mexicau war. 


In reply, I would remark that I was en- 


gaged but in one battle, and that was the 
battle of Buena Vista. There wera many 
officers and privates in that battle, who were 
greatly distinguished for their bravery, or 
valiant conduct. It would, h-wever, be ex- 
tremely difficult to determine who among 
those engaged was most valiant. A simi- 
lar remark I have no doubt would apply in 
almost every battle fought in Mexico, be- 
ginning with that of Palo Alto and termina- 
ting with the capture of the City of Mex- 
ico. 


How many of the patriotic and valiant 


officers or privates were engaged iu the war 
with Mexico, from New York, I have no 
means of knowing. I will, however, venture 
to assert that, of those engaged in the va- 
rious battles, at least one hundred, if not five 
times that number, were ' Dually valiant in 
defence of their country and our country's 
rights. 
From all which it will be discover- 


ed how difficult it would be to determine 
who was most valiant, in other words, most 
brave, of those from New York engaged in 
the Mexican war; to me. it appears an im- 
practicable question. 


If the will of General Jackson had em- 


braced the most deserving, as well as the 
most valiant, it might be less difficult to de- 
cide. The will, however, docs not include 
the most deserving, but simply •' that Pa- 
triot residing in the city or State of New 
York, and who shall be adjudged by bis 
countrymen, or ladies, to have been the 
most valiaut in defence of his country and 
our country's rights.".
